Fund delivers aid to 12 


Gaming nonprofit pays almost $15,000, then halts checks to victims

PJ. DeMasseo, a survivor of the 
Oct. 1 Las Vegas shooting, cashed 
a check for $1,000 Friday from the 
Vegas Strong Fund. 

He is one of 12 people who re- 
ceived checks this week from the 
nonprofit totaling $14,800. 

He also could be one of the last. 

The checks — ranging in 


amounts from $200 to $3,900 — 
mark the first distributions to Oct. 
1 victims by a nonprofit estab- 
lished in response to the shoot- 
ing. But it was unclear Friday 
whether additional victims would 
receive money from the fund. 

The Vegas Strong Fund is a 
501(c)(3) nonprofit created by the 
Nevada resort industry after the 
shooting. The Las Vegas Victims’ 
Fund, a separate 501(c)(3) non- 
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profit that has raised more than 
$22 million for victims of the Strip 
mass shooting — and gained far 
more attention than the Vegas 
Strong Fund — isn’t expected to

Attorney exults in end 
of ‘17-year nightmare’

A Las Vegas judge on Friday 
dismissed the case against 
Kirstin Blaise Lobato, who spent 
more than a decade behind bars 
for the killing of a homeless man 
whose penis was cut off, after 
prosecutors declined to proceed 
with a third trial. 

In a one-page order, Chief Judge 
Elizabeth Gonazalez ordered the
